"When the jury's verdict was 
read, Miss Davis rushed 
across the courtroom and fell 
into the arms of her parents 
who attended the last days of 
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the trial. They came to San 
Jose from their home in Bir- 
mingham, Ala. 

Miss Davis’ mother,-amia 
the turmoil of the excitement 
and jubilation in the court 
room, said: ‘‘The past 22 
months have been @ total 
nightmare for me."

The cost to the 
State is estimated at more 
than one million dollars. it 
was 80 costly, that special 
legislation ATS 
enabling the State of ‘Califo 
nia to bear the cost instead 
of the County where the trial 
was held.

bail. He started the manager of the Keokuk club with 
his easy going movement and his fast deliver of the 

baseball. “When the lanky Mike steps on the mound,” 
sald the manager, ‘‘he looks like he'll never get his 
arm up, but when that right hand starts down and the 
ball comes out, it looks like.a “spit ball” from a sling 
shot.” This all happened in the late fifties. 

When Mike played semi pro baseball and 
amateur baseball, his sling-shot arm compiled a 
record which left big league scouts gasping. He 
amassed 120 wins against 30 defeats and that is 
some pitching whether it is amateur, semi-pro of pro. 
He still started the Scouts when he came up with 42 
no-hit games and struck out 500 opponents. He also 
compiled a record of 24 victories out of 31 
starts....The young man was simply fantastic to say 


the least. 


In looking over the record of this 15-year old 
youngster we found out he was hounded by four 
major league teams at the tender age of 15. 


‘The major League teams 
who were on the young 
man’s heels were the Car- 
dinals, the Chicago Whité 
Sox, the Los Angeles 
Dodgers and tne Detroit 
Tigers, Jones was so young 
that he had to get a special 
permit from Baseball Com- 
missioner Ford Frick to sign 
a pro contract because hé 
had not attended high 
school. Permission was gran- 
ted. The young man quit 
school to help support a 
large family; When Mike 
joined the Brentwood club he 
was only ten years old, 
perhaps. the youngest 
amateur player in the nation. 

Everyone was talking about 
Big Mike. He was that good. 
Putting on his uniform at St. 
Louis Cardinal farm training 
camp in Homestead, Fla., the 
young man began his career. 
-He-received-five dollars a day 
for allowance, and tater star- 
ted at $500°a month.

Some of the black fighters 
years ago were cheated of 
the titles that rightfully 
belonged to them... It is a sad 
thing when one stops to think 
of the great fighters years 
ago, perhaps the greatest of 
all time and the treatment 
they received. 
“The first black boxers lear- 
ned the art of pugilism from 
the sons of rich Southerners 
from England, virtually the 
capitol for the sport in those 
days. At the time they have 
had to beat two opponents 
most of the time, their foe 


with gloves and racial 
prejudice. 

The first ‘unofficial 
champ" ex-slave Tom 


Molineaux, proved the master 
of heavyweight Tom Cribb in 
4810. in England for 30 
rounds, But the “Yankee 
nigger,” as Britons called 
Molineaux, was deprived of 
the championship by foul tac- 
tics. that involved connivance 
with the referee. 

Some 75 years later a 
boxer, whom many experts 
call “the greatest fighter that 
challenged for 
the heavyweight champion- 
ship. 


Jack Dempsey refused to 
fight Harry Wills and dodged 
him every time a bout was 
arranged for the two to fight.

Cong. Louis Stokes, as chairman of the Congress- 
ional Black Caucus, last week released the Caucus's 
“Black Declaration of Independence and, the Black 
Bill of Rights." In making the release Public in a state- 
ment directed largely to the Democratic Convnetion, 


the Caucus said: 

Millions of black 
Americans look to the 13 
black Members of the United 
States House of Representa- 
tive as their legitimate 
spokesmen on national 
issues. Members of the 
Congressional Black Caucus 
are petitioned daily by 
citizens, living hundreds of 
miles from our Congressional 
Distric, who view us as 
Congressmen-at-large for 
Black America. This imposes 
@n awesome burden on our 
shoulders. Large numbers of 
biack Americans have been 
subjected to intense hard- 
ships, have been denied their 
basic rights, and have suf- 
fered irreparable harm 
becaise the two major 
political parties have failed to 
firmly and honestly commit 
their powers and resources 
to, equality and justice for all. 

It has become patently ob- 
vious to the Members of the 
Congressional Black Caucus 
that black Americans will no 
longer tolerate insensitivity 
and lack of concern on the 
Part of those who benefit 


from black involvement in the 
Political process. Therefore, 
the Congressional Black 


Caucus calls on the National 
Democratic Party, as the 
Party whose victories have 
always depended upon black 
votes, to take immediate 
steps to rectify the harsh 
conditions under which black 
citizens are forced to live.

BLACK BILL OF RIGHTS 


On the presumption that million 
of black Americans look to the 13 
black members of the United States 
Congress as their legitimate 
spokesmen on national issues, the 
thirteen have hammered out a Alen’ 
Declaration of Independence and a 
Black Bill of Rifhts to be presented 
to the National Democratic Party, 
suggesting that the concerns and 
specinic demands contained therein 
be incorporated into the official 
Democratic Party platform. 

Since all 13 of the framers of the 
document are registered Democrats 
it Is logical that it is from that Party 
that they should reasonably expect 
maximum consideration of their 
views, and while the document con- 
tains no direct threat to Party loyalty 
in the event of Party default, some of 
the laguage strongly. suggests that 
adverse treatment of the expressed 
“concerns” may result in much the 
same kind of walkout as characteri- 
zed the 21st Congressional District 
Caucus, which in a measure inspired 
the Congressional look-a-like. 

“The new political mood per- 
meating Black America makes it im- 
Perative that the Democratic Party 
address itself to the hopes, as- 
pirations, concerns and rights of 
Black Americans—if that party ex- 
Pects to continue to receive the sup- 
Port of Black voters. Benevolence

. The Community Relations Com- 
mission of the City of Columbus, has 
apparently decided to try to do what 
the Mayor or other city officials have 
failed to do..to give the citizens a 
voice in hearing complaints of police 
killings and abusing their authority 
In general. , 

The Commission, in a five-point 
recommendation to Mayor Tom 
Moody, indicated that it was taking 
the action because it was growing 
weary of “wrestling over" complaints 
of “police use of deadly force." 

' The Commission went on to cite 
the killing of two black teenagers, 
one of whom was literally executed 

with a rifle converted to a machine 
gun, and the recent killing of a sus- 
“pected narcotics dealer who was 
shot by an undercover officer. 

The recommendations were 
made by a sub-committee consisting 

' of broad community representation, 
created by the Commission. In ac- 
cepting the recommendations, the 
Commission reiterated its 
willingness to hear the problems and 
complaints of any individual or 
group that feels discriminated 
against. It also emphasized ‘that it's 
meetings and hearings are open to 

the press and public, therefore, the 
airing of grievances before it should 
result in public understanding of! all 
sides of any given, issue 

To us, the Commission open 


has passed to a new generation of i 


Blacks who no longer accommodate 


but confront; who no longer plead Bs 


but demand; who no longer submit 
but fight." 

These are steong and noble 
words to be uttering to a convention 
that will struggle to select a poten- 
tial winner in a candidate who can 
win the approval of Governor 
Wallace, the political Archie Bunker 
of our time . 

But these 13 are strong and ar- 
ticulate persons who undoubtedly 
feet that they can wield an important 
influence on the direction’ of the 
black electorate come November. 

The demands and concerns are 
not new. They incorporate such year- 
nings as a Welfare System with a 
guaranteed annual income system; 
an end to the Vietnam engagement 
and any foreign involvements; a boy- 
cott af the African governments still 
engaged in apartheid; the right of 
every American to live in a decent 
neighborhood, ad infinitum. 

Since continued black support 
was never more vital to the survival 
of the Democratic Party than at his 
moment in history, it is to be hoped 
that most of these basic recommen- 
dations will find a place in the 
Democratic Party platform. 

lf not, the gallant 13 will have to 
come to grips with the inevitable 
question: 

“Where do we go from here?"

meeting policy, and its recommén- 
dations are both reasonable and just. 
\f Mayor Moody is as concerned with 
police-community relations as he 
has claimed to be, the Commission's 
challenge should not go unan- 
Swered. 

In the meantime, citizens with 
legitimate complaints of police 
abuse, shootings, brutality or undue 
use of force, should not hesitate to 
make use of the Commission's in- 
vitation to bring their grievances to 
it's offices at City Hall. 

The recommendations of the 
commission represent a landmark 
development for the City of Colum- 
bus and should be acted upon with 
judicial dispatch by the Mayor. The 
Call & Post heartily endorses an af- 
firmative decision for them. 

Meanwhile, the Commission's 
expressed willingness to hear all 
complaints against police officers, 
should be of significant encourage- 
ment to the Black community from 
which most past such complaints 
have originated. The Cali & Post 
views the invitation as both an op- 
Portunity and a challenge to the 
community to “take your police 
brutality and police harassment 
complaints to City Hall." Officers of

When a bill designed to involve the 
State in a Sickle Cell disease program 
was approved by a House committee last 
week, it raised the hopes of proponents 
to the point of foresesing the Posalbility 
of enactment of such s law during the 
current session of the General Assembly. 

By a 13 to 0 vote, the House Commit- 
tee on Health, Education and Welfare, 
recommended House approval of a bill to 
Provide for rehabilitation and counseling 
to persons affected with Sickle Celi 
disease. Since the measure calis for a 
$125,000 appropriation, it must first be 
approved by the House Finance Commit- 
tee before going to the Rules Committee 
for floor assignment.

W. Rankin (O-Cincinnati), are hopeful 
that the bill will be cleared by the two 
committees in time for it to reach the 
House floor for a vote within the next 
week. Rankin expressed the feeling that 
the bill will encounter little or no op- 
Position on the floor of the House. He 
also suggested: that its chances of 
passage by the Senate before the 
Legislature takes its summer fecess, 
scheduled for late June, are good.

thieves. At first, hijacking was to escape 
to Cuba.

The other way of extracting money is 
much easier, and while not completely 
legitimate, skirts the law in such.a way 
that a criminal conviction is hard to ob- 
tain.

, This organization is listed as a 
paramilitary, nonprofit organization to 
combat inner-city drug addiction. 

In the three years this organization has 
been operating, it has used up a budget 
of $219,556.000. So far as results are 
concerned, all of this money is a total 
waste. Much f it went for personal use 
of which-$82,000 cannot be accounted 
for Via vouchers, checks, receipts, in- 
voices, etc. : 


In ‘Cleveland, Baxter Hill is being in-_, 


vestigated on the operation of the Com- 
munity Development Corp. This 
organization has a Labor Department 
contract for $147,000 to retrain and 
upgrade manpower programs with some 
local stores. Office employees have 
allegedly signed affidavits charging 
shoddy training and payroll padding. 

There are a number of other 
organization all over the nation that are 
questionable as to value, intent, purpose 
and sincerity. 

Because of lax government agency of- 
ficials, it appears that millions of tax- 
payers money is being wasted on 
Projects that are designed to do nothing 
more than funnel money into the pockets 
of hustiers, charlatans and fast buck ar- 
tists. 

it appears that the more illegitimate or 
impractical @ project the easier it is to 
get funding money. An honest, impartial 
investigation of most of these public and 
Private funded programs, would end in 
the closing of them and, in some cases, 
indicting some people for improper use 
of the money.

Taxes Aid Inequality 


“Death and taxes are the two 
Slements of human lite that seem to be 
permanent, Not much can be done about 
the first, but the system of taxation can 
be altered to help bring ut a more 
equitable society. The way it stands now, 
the tax system is a. considerable Part of 
i structure of inequality in American 

And that inequality could get a lot 
worse if something like the proposed 
“value added tax” ever goes into effect. 
This would place a tax on manufactured 
Products at each stage of their develop- 
ment —'in effect, a national sales tax 
since jt would be passed on to the con- 
sumer. 

This is what is known as a 
regressive tax - a tax that everybody 
pays at the same rate. Most of the taxes 
we pay are regressive taxes in that they 
are not pegged to income. income taxes 
that tax lower income at lower rates and 
Progress up the scale to the point where 
higher-income people pay higher tax 
rates help equalize the distribution of 
dollars available to families in the 
Society. Until our entire tax structure 
becomes far more progressive than it is, 
moderate-income families will bear an 
excessive burden of the costs of running 
the country. 


The majority of local taxes are 
regressive. A state or city with a sales 
tax doesn't scale that tax to income. 
Everybody pays the same five or six per- 
cent of the cost of the taxed item. This 
means that poor people pay a much 
higher percentage of their incomes in 
taxes than do the rich; since a much 
higher part of their smaller incomes goes 
for the purchase of essentials. The 
federal social security tax is also 
regressive since it is a flat rate on the 
first $9,000 of income. So people who 
make more than that don't Pay the tax on 
their excess income, 


Then there are the loopholes. 
Salaried working People can't escape 
taxes their better-off neighbors skip. 
Business and professional expenses and 
entertaining are deductible, Homeowners 
deduct mortage interest. payments and 
Property taxes but apartment renters are

Another Tragic Summer? | 


This summer will be a very difficult 
period for most black youth. Jobs are not 
too plentiful and community priorities are 
not especially directed toward this 
problem as resources to help youth 
during the summer have decreased over 
Previous years. The general employment 
picture looks dark for everybody, in- 
cluding adults, 

Although many black youths are 
apathetic about politics, perhaps some of 
the big politicians could put their cam- 
Paign money into some local coffers -for 
youghs to campaign for them instead of 
inflating the TV tubes with high-powered, 
high spending propaganda operations. 
This is just a suggestion, anyway. 

However, it is ironic to think of the 
millions of dollars being spent on redun- 
dant rhetoric by both political parties 
and how little this nation is investing in 
good summer jobs and programs for our 
youth. 

There are no other alternatives except, 
Perhaps, the streets. This may leave the 
youth to developing their own 
“programs,” some of which will be con- 
Structive and creative. Some things will 
be just plain boring and monotonous; 
some destructive. We hope that our 
youth will not become prey to self- 
destructive activities. . 

It is usually during the summer that the} 
Gope peddlers augment-their activities 
and vamp on the kids with unrelenting! 
fervor. Added to this problem are the; 
frustrations, anger and hostilities of 
many black kids who are fed up with 
things in general. These conditions; 
creste@he pofential for trouble - much 
trouble. 

But the greatest danger this summer is 
not the kid in the street, but the lonely, 
alienated kid, who has no particular goal 
Or purpose or who has no sense of direc- 
tion at all. The greatest tragedy of the 
summer will be what happens to the 
psychic and emotional make-up of our 
youth.

Property taxes from his taxes, his tenants 
can't deduct that part of their rent that 
goes to paying those costs. 

Wealthy investors profit trom these 
unfair tax arrangements. Purchasers of 
municipal bonds don't pay any taxes at 
all on their dividends, a situation that 
cost the federal government more than 
$2 billion in lost taxes last year, money 
that had to be made up in higher rates 
for ‘the rest of us. Profits from the sale of 
Stock are taxed at 25 percent instead of 
their ordinary income tax rate, which is 
often much higher. Why should income 
derived from stock speculation be 
treated more favorably than income 
derived from salary? 

Recent figures released by the inter- 
nal Revenue Service reveals that many 
rich people still pay less income-tax than 
do poor people. Some 18,000 wealthy in- 
dividuals paid an average of only four 
percent of their incomes in. income tax, 
while more than 3,000 of them showed a 
loss for tax purposes while their tax-free 
income amounted to almost $200 million. 

And that's just the beginning. We 
haven't even begun to lock into the vast 
network of subsidies to individuals and 
corporations that benefit those who need 
help least. While black farm workers are ,

Starvation wages, wealthy farm ‘cor- 
porations reap huge sums from the 
government and then, when they

So. the way the system works isto 
create a welfare state for the rich. For all 
the talk about high welfare costs and 
social expenditures, far more money 
flows from the taxes of poor and 
moderate-income families into the cof- 
fers of the well-off. 

That’s why we are hearing about 
“tax-revolts" and growing anger among 
citizens who are no longer content to 
pay the same rates that rich people, who 
can atford more, pay Reforming the tax 
system is a necessary first step to refor- 
ming our unequal society. 


rampant through our youth, crippling 
their hopes, exacerbating their fears, 
destroying their self-awareness and seif- 
fespect. 

These conditions are not brought 
about because of the lack of em- 
ployment, but because of the very nature 
of our society, which continues to ignore 
the problems and needs of thousands of 
our black youths. These conditions are 
brought about because some of our own 
black institutions are neglecting them. 
Even the black church, except on Sun- 
day morning or evening, has taken a 
white-middie class look at our so-called 
“street youth" and abandoned them. 

Some of our social agencies are too 
busy answering questions that our youth 
are not even ‘asking. The only agency 
that is opened to youth day and night or 
around the clock is the juvenile deten- 
tion center. The only street worker you 
can find around the clock is the dope 
pusher. The preachers ride their black 
Cadilldes in the daytime and the pimps 
ride their white Cadillacs at night. 

The preachers ride by and ignore the 
needs and conditions of our young 
women; the pimps puts them to work. 
The whole thing is cock-eyed, Another 
summer is here. Another tragic summer.

NAACP Opens Door 


Action instituted by Attorney Chester 
K. Gillespie, NAACP Board member and 
Charles P, Lucas, Executive Secretary of 
the Cleveland Branch of the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People resulted:in racial restric- 
tions being lifted at the Lake Shore Golf 
Course in Cleveland in 1947. 

The case ‘came to the attention of the 
local branch in the summer of 1946 when 

Attorney Gillespie and Mr. Lucas were 
refused accommodations at the Club af- 
ter ascertaining by advertisement and 
telephone conversation that the club was 
Classified as a ‘Public Fee-Paying 
Course." The two principals involved in 
the case immediately filed suit to rectity 
the practice at the Club and to insist that 
the facilities be opened to the entire 
public to be served. Negotiations began 
in_earnest after the formal filing of 
charges against the owner, Mr.-Carmen 
Bill, and through the brilliant legal 
maneuvering of Atty. Gillespie, coupled 
with. the cooperative attitude of Mr, Car- 
men Bill and his counsel Attorney James 
H. Nacey, satisfactory settlement was et- 
fected. 


War Department Petitioned 

The staff of the NAACP petitioned the 
War Department to change the discharge 
of Roy C. Keys, Negro veteran, from 
dishonorable to honorable. Keys was 
Sentenced on June 11, 1942, by an Army 
court at F. Leonard Wood, Mo.., to a year, 
at Hard labor and a dishonorable 
discharge for disobeying the command 
of his superior officer, 

Association lawyers declared that Keys 
was an arrested tubercular and the Army 
should never have taken him in the first 
place. 


Billie Holiday Sentenced 

The echoes of steel! doors rang grimly 
through a Philadelphia Federal Court 
Room on June 10, 1947, as Judge J. 
Cullen Ganey sentenced glamorous 
Billie Holiday, torch singing favorite of 
millions of swing fans, to a one-year term 
in a West Virginia Hospitat tér narcotics. 

Miss Holiday was addicted to the use 
of the needle, just as her fans were ad- 
dicted to the peculiar style of “Strange 
Fruit,” "Please" Don't Explain,” and the 
scores of other melodies which the 
beautiful brown girl made popular 
wherever a juke-box could be plugged 
into the electric circuit.

Should a woman work during 

Pregnancy? Along with how much need 
there is for the money she earns, a 
woman's décision should. be based on 
how well she feels, on the kind of work 
she does’ and her own psychological 
feelings about continuing to work. 
. Recently, The American College of Ob- 
Stetricians and Gynecologists issued a 
statement giving its views on the 
Pregnant employee. The obstetric 
specialists said that it is desirable for the 
working woman to see her physician 
during the first two or three months of 
Pregnancy, both to verify that she ac- 
tually is pregnant and for a thorough 
initial examination, At this time, a recom- 
mendation can be made regarding work 
during the remainder of pregnancy, 

Then the statement adds: ‘If the 
patient continues’ in good health, feels 
well, and the pregnancy proceeds nor- 
mally, there is generally no reason why a 
normal working schedule cannot be con- 
tinued until close to the expected date of 
delivery,” 

There are other recommendations: 
Like other pregnant women, the working 
woman should get sufficient rest and 
exercise and eat foods which adequately 
supply her increased nutritional needs. 
She, and her employer, should consider 
these basic health needs in determining 
if a normal work schedule can be con- 
tinued.

After the baby is born, when can the 
working mother réturn to her job? The 
College says that adequate time should 
be allowed for complate recovery: from 
the effects of childbirth before resuming 
a full work load, It gives this guideline: 
“Six weeks in generally the time required 
for physiological changes to return to 
normal, but in individual instances a 
longer time may be required for this, or 
for adjustment of feeding or other 
problems of baby care.” 

Good care includes a checkup after 
the baby is born and the mother has 
been al home for about six weeks, At this 
postpartum” checkup the doctor can 
determine whether she is now able to 
return to her normal work schedule, 

It should be remembered that house- 
work is work too, and that the heavier 
household chores are often more 
physically demanding than the job which 
brings a welcome paycheck at the end of 
the week. The doctor will advise both 
working and non- working mothers how 
much of their usual home activities they 
can manage, and when they can resume 
them fully,

Sr. Citizens Flex 
Political Muscles 


The Franklin County Coun- 
cil of Elders is rapidly be- 
coming one of CMACAO's 
most politically aware 
citizens participation units. 

Following the White House 
Conference on Aging in Dec. 
1871, the Council of Elders, 
which is the advisory council 
to CMACAO's senior citizen 
Program, has been working 
diligently to insure that the 
conference's proposals to the 
President for action 
Programs for the nation’s 20 
million senior citizens are 
followed up. 

“President Nixon promised 
us at the conference that he 
would not allow these 
Proposals to gather dust,” 
Said Ms, Alice Hairston, 
chairman of the Council of 
Elders, ‘and we intend to 
make sure that he keeps that 


With that expressed pur- 
pose, Mrs. Hairston and 
Albert Bell, direct services 
specialist for CMACAO's 
senior citizens programs, at- 
tended the. regional meeting 
of the National Council of 
Aging held in Cleveland in 
mid - April. 

According to Bell, one of 
the conference's major con- 
cerns was the proposal for a 
guaranteed annual income of 
$4,500 for an elderly married 
couple, and $3,000 for a 
single elderly person. An 
escalator clause was also 
recommended so this income 
keeps pace with the rise of 
the cost of living. 

The regional conference 
also declared its unanimous 
Support for the Kennedy 
Health Security Act which 
would provide comprehen- 
sive medical benefits in areas 
ranging from unlimited 
hospitalization to nursing 
homes, mental health. care, 
and drugs. 


In contrast, the conference 
announced its firm opposit- 
ion to H.R, 1, the welfare 
reform bill which is now in 
Congress. in particular the 
seniors objected to the con- 
troversial work requirement 
Provision of the bill in the 
belif that mothers should not 
be forced to leave their 
young children at home and 
take job training to be 
eligible for welfare payments, 

“Even the 15 pér cent in- 
crease in benefits to the 
elderly didn't induce the 
seniors to change their 
position,” Bell explained. 

“They felt that their gain 
would be coming at the ex- 
pense of these children and 
their mothers, and they 
refuse to go along with it. 
They firmly believe that the 
young and the old must unite 
to solve these problems 
rather than becoming, further 
divided.” 

The conference was of ad- 
ded value since it enable 
CMACAO's representatives 
to see what other groups of 
senior citizens have been 
doing to make thé govern- 
ment more responsive to 
their needs. Since their 
return the Council of Elders, 
as a charter member of the 
Seniors of Ohio, Inc., has 
begun to concern itself with 


@ number of bills now in. 


Ohio State Legislature. 

Late in April, nine members 
of the Council led by Mrs. 
Naomi Evans, visited Rep. 
Phale Hale of the 31st District 
to discuss his views of aid to 
the aged. 

The three separate bills 
which they discussed are: 

H.B. 11 which provides that 
the county Board of 
Education may authorize the 
operation of school buses to 
transport senior citizens 
groups.
